‘Warships Said to Be Bom-
barding the City.

THE CHRISTIANS IN

POSSESSION

Greece Is Determined to Unlte With
Orete--Turkey Will Fight Be-
fore Surrendering It.

Beruiy, Feb, 8.—A special from
Athens says: )

It 18 rumored here that foreign war-
ships have begun bombarding Canea,
island of Crete. No confirmation can
be obtained here., The German war-
ghip Kaiserin Aogostine has been or-
dered to procead ss =oon as possible for
the island of Crete.

A dispateh from Canea received this
evening says the Christizns about Canea
have hoisted the Greek flag, proclaimed
a union of that island with Greece and
invited the king of Greecs to take pos-
session of it.

Christinns In

Arnexs, Feh., 8.—The announcement
that Prince George, second son of the
king of Greece, will command the tor-
pedo fleet which is now in readiness to
start for Crete to join the Greek squad-
ron, has added strength to the rumors
that Greecez will insist opon a union
with Crete. It isa well-known fact that
the Christians who are now in posses-
wsion of the whole ieland, with the ex-
ception of Heraklion and Retime, are
only waiting =« signal to proclaim a
union with that country.

The upriging in Crete is looked upon
by many statesmen in this coontry as a
movement on the part of tbe sultan of
Tarkey to draw the attention of Eng-
land, France and Ruseir away from Con-
stantinople. Greece, whose gquarrel with
Tuarkey has been growing more serions
from day to day, has not hesitated to
take advantage of the excesses of the
Turkish soldiers on the island, and is
sending all her mnaval forces there.
Should the enitan regard this move as a
challenge there wounld be presented com-
plications which will quickly forca the
hand of the powers in dealing with the
Turkish sitoation.

These fresh and uvnanticipated diffi-
culties, the snltan is no doubt aware,
will put & strein upon the harmony be-
tween the powers whichJonly existed for
a short time. The sultan, therefore,
will naturally be only too glad to destroy
the ooity of purpose among the powers
at the expense of a controversy with
Greece,

The Grecian sgnadron on arriving at
Canea did not salute the Turkieh squad-
ron.

Advices say the Muossnlmans are pre-
paring for & massacre at Retimo.

Representatives of some of the powers
have expressed to the Greek government
surprise that it eent warships to Crete,

There
were continped cries of ‘“Long live
Crete;"” “Long live the union.” It is
thought poesible that a minietérial erisis
will result from the manifestations.

FIGHT TO TAKE PLACE AT CARSON

The Location Has at Last Been Decided
Upon.

Carkox, Nev., Feb. 8.—Dan Stuart
wiil not be here until tomorrow, but it
can be stated that the Corbett-Fitzsim-
mons fight will take place in this city,
the information haying been given to
the Associated Prees by a man who has
aathority to speak. .

Accommodations will be pro-
vided for 5000 expected from east of the
Rocky mountaing, 88 well as a larger
number looked for from the Pacific
coast states. The rai'ronds and tele-
graph companies have begun prepara-
tions to bring 1n the crowds and handle
the press dispatches. Work on the pa-
vilion where the fight will take place
will be commenced as soon as Stuart ar-
rives and designates the location.

A dispatch was received from Chi-
eago this morning engaging a block of
100g seats from the Biler-Hogan special,
which will bring not only a Chicago
erowd, but a good part of the Eastern
contingent.

When the fact became known that the
fight was to be at Carson, the peaple
were much pleased, as they expect the
visitors will leave benind a large sum of
money in the aggregate, which will
greatly benefit the city.

THE ANTI-SCALPING BILL.

Go Over ©Until the XNext Con-
ETe8S.

WasaixaToN, Feb. 8.—The =zenate
committes on interstate commerce today
considered -the bill to prevent tickef
brokerage, Withont coming to a de-
cision the committee adjourned until
Wednesday, although the opinion was
expressed it would be oseless to report
the bill, beeauses of the opposition, which
would prevent the passage of any bill
this session.

The position of the railroads in the
last campnign was the basis of some op-
position. In addition the alleged at-
tempts by railroads to evade the inter-
state commerce law 'was arged, especially
by Gorman, Chandler and Chilton. No
vote was taken, but there was general
acquiescence in the opinion that- it
wounld be best to allow the bill togo
over until the next congress; whean, it
was suggested, the evils complained of
could be remedied by s general amend-
ment to the interstate commerce law.

Ata meeting of the committee next
Wednesday the bill may be taken up
again.

Two Huodred Bulldings In Canca Were
Burned.

Caxga, Island et Crete, Fab, 8. —It is
officially annonnced that the fires have
been quenched. yearly 200 baoildings
were destroved and 5000 Christians have
fled. Of this unmber 2000 are on board
British warships. Greek warships have
taken off the remainder of the Christian
refugees. In conclusion, the report says
tranquillity reigned in the town and vi-
cinity and the Turkish troops throvgh-
out behaved in an orderly manner. No
excesses are reported on their part. It
is asserted that there has been no plan-
dering.

Sultan’s Request Declined.

Berris, Feb. 8.—The Frankfort
Zeitung correspondent at Constantinople
telegraphs that Germany declined the
sultan’s request to send officers and
financiers to recognize their country as
being inopportune. - France and Belgium,
the dispatch adds, also declined.

Annexation of Hawall Esential to
A : ! O C

Lesdership in the commerce of the
Pacific ocean is the natural heritage of
theé United States, because the foremost
in ability among the many civilized na-
tions inhabiting its coasts. That com-
merce is barely in its infancy, but fall of
promise of a giant development. Three
powers are already on hand to contest
strenuously for the leadership, Great
Britain, Japan and Russis. Here, as
elsewhiefe on the ocean, Great Britain is
far ahead of all competitors, Rusela is
preparing to enter the game in force, as
s00n a& her Siberian railway is opened.

It needs little discernment to per-
ceiye that a great advantage in this
competition will be held by any power
which possesses the Hawaiian Islands,
on account ot th*; location centrally in
the ocean and at®he precise intersection
of the great nataral lines of traffie.
But no power so occupying the group
would bave as great an advantage as the
United Btates, by reason ol a propin-
guity which enables America to rapidly
fill the Islands with a population of her
own people, as well as easily to hold and
defend them. While the distance of
Hawsil from the American continent,
2,100 miles, ia within easy communica-
tion and control, it is far enough fora
powerful outreach of America into the
center of the Pacific traffic. If popu-
Inted by Americans, Hawaii will con-
stitute a very mighty Ameérican outpost
for the purpose of dominsting the com-
meree of this ocean.

The elements whieh are to contribute
to this commerce are such aa to render
certain an enormouns development at no
distant period. Jn one side of the
ocean ara the 350,000,000 of Chiua and
40,000,000 of Japan, both nations highly
civilized and prodoctive. On the south-
west is Anstralia, =oon to count 5,000,000
and then 10,000,000 of the powerful and
commereial British people. The Ameri-
can Pacific states, will, in a few decades,
number 10,600,000, while the western
gection of Canadian domain will prob-
ably goon number 1,000,000, By the end
of the Twentieth century it is reason-
able to expect European populations of
40,000,000 each in Australia and on the
Pacific coast of North America. The
commerceé now growing and to be de-
veloped in the future between sach great
populations demands active and timely
provision.

Honolulu, the capital of Hawaii, is
the central port of Pacific commerce.
What record is given there of its growth?
As the most positive test, take the fol-
lowing brief tabulation of the nnmber of
ocean steamers arriving at the port of
Honolula in the last guarters of 1880,
1893 and 1806 :

Notice the number of steamship ar-
rivals has near doubled in three years,
and is now three a week. Observe also
how rapidly the British nombers are
ontstripping the .American, being now
56 per cent of the whole, while Ameri-
can arrivale are only 33 per cent. At the
present rate of increase of trans-Pacific
steamer traffic, there seems indicated a
probability that withing ten years there
will be thirty arrivals a month at Hono-
lula.

It is nearly certain, however, that a
new and highly stimuolatiog element is
goon to enter the steam traffic of the
Pacific, especially that part which muoet
call at Honolulu. That is the opening
of & canal at either Panama or Nicar-
agua, probably the latter. A vast fleet
of steamers will soon commence running
from Atlantic ports via Nicaragua to
China and Japan. Nearly all of these
will natarally call at Honolulu to re-
plenish their coal supply. These may
possibly double the number of steamers
arriving monthly at Honolulo.

Now it is nearly certain that the great
majority of those steamers will be Brit-
ish. Congider the natoral effect upon
Honoluln of being visited by say forty
steamera a month, to perhaps ten Amer-
ican. Unless Hawaii is previously oc-
cupied by an American population, and
is an American country, 1t muost inevi-
tably enccomb to thie preponderating
British commercial icflunence. British
merchants and agents will natarally
maltiply and pissess the commerce and
the country. The advantage thus lost,
will not be so easy to recover; nor will
it be so easy at a Iater day to take pos-
session of what is already practically in
other hands.

At the present time Hawail is sub-
stantially an American conntry, snd i=
practically in American hands. Thatis,
American ideas and institutions pre-
deminate, and a major part of the busi-
nese-and the wealth of the conntry is in
American hands. A very heaithy and
patriotic American colony of seventy-
five vears’ growth in resching its fourth
generstion, It has been nourished by
the immense aid of the treaty of recipra-
city. It has greatly benefited by p-o-
pinguity to the mother land. Yet, not-
withstanding those advantages, a Brit-
ish colony of nearly half ite size has
grown up with it. With the powerfal
stimnlus of an overwhelming British
commerce calling here, it geems ‘certain
that the latter class will outgrow the for-
mer nnless this group is speedily adopt-
ed as a part of the Union. Annexation
will result in pouring upon Hawaii an
inflox of American popuolation which
will at once fix its destiny as the great
western outpost and fortress of Ameri-
can domination over the commerce of
the Pacific,—Hawaiian Commercial Ad-
mtim.

Ee came up
ognin, however, and now a new difli-
y culty confronted him, How was he to
get out himself? Ile sank to the bot-
tom, gave an ugwarc spring, aad as
he came up hualf-blinded, succeeded in
catching the top of the sluice, 'Then,
by the grestest exertions, he drew him-
self out.

Few and Far Betwecn.

unknown from the navy now. Eere i
a vessel which cost in round numbers
$2,000,000. The men consider it the.r
fiome and they take an immense
cmount of pride in it. How many men
aorg there ashore who ecan sleep and
cat in a houss which cost as much
money? Look about you and note the
faces of the bluejnckets here.”

The sailormen in sight were certainly
a fine-looking iot. The admiral sur-
veyed them admiringly and then said:
“So far as the personmnel of the crew
goes the vessels in the American navy
are away abhead of those of any foreign
power."”

DISCREDITING THE HUMANITIES.

The Colliege Bought “Muogs of the Old
Greok Duffers.”™

It is charged, with a good deal of
vigor and generality of statement, that
the college fills the mind with useless
Lknowledge and trains it in antiquated
methods of thought and action, says
the Forum. In the snme breath it is
added that the scientific school gives
practical knowledge and that its train-
ing is vital. The compuarison between
the dead languages and the modern is
made—always to the credit of the mod-
ern. The value of modern history and
of economic science is made to appear
greater than that of anecient history
and of philosophy. Scientifie studies
are lauded as by far the most precious.
The humanities apre discredited. T re-
member hearing at a hotel table a con-
versation betweaen two recent graduates
of the scientifle school of a rich and
famous university. “Mr. " said
one, “gave several thousand dollars for
any use the officers wished to malke
of the money. And what do you think
they did with it? Why, instead of buy-
ing something useful, they spemnt it all
in buying some mugs of the old Greek
duffers.” It was evident that thestudy
of the humanities had not seriously in-
fluenced the manners nor the linguistic
tastes of the graduates in question.

CHINESE JEWELERS.

All of the Work Is Done by Hand-—Some
of it Is Beautiful.

There are two jewelers in Chinatown,
but their establishments do not re-
semble the ordinary places known as
jewelry shops, says the New York
Times. The Chinese jeweler is a man-
ufacturer as well as a shopkeeper. His
establishment is a tiny room up one
or two flights of stairs, The roomin
one place is divided by an openwork
iron partition, with an arch and a coun-
ter near the window, where the jeweler
stands at work. He isan elderly China-
man, wearing glasses, and he works
over @ tiny fire in the window.  All his
work is done by hand, and some of it is
benutiful.  There are heavy silver
bracelets which open with a hinge
and fasten with an odd little staple.
The fine raised pattern is cut out, every
bit of it, by hand. There are gold rings
made in the same way. There are fine
rings, made of 24-carat gold. Almost
nothing is kept in stock. There may
chance to be a few rings and bracelets,
which are taken from a small safe.
Most of the goods are made to order.
When the manufacturer is asked the
price of a ring he weighs it before he
answers., His scales consist of a slen-
der stick of ivory, perhaps a third of
vard long, covered with Chinese char-
acters. At oneend isasmall brass plate
suspended from the stick by fine
threads and a very small weight, also
hanging by a thread, is moved along to
the balancing point by the jeweler as
ke holds the little machine in his hand.
The front part of the littleshopis filled
with a stove, fable, dishpan, dishes—
as many things as can well be crowded
into it.

BIG HAT IN CHURCH.
